„When it comes to rendering long 
periods of dedicated, faithful ser- 
vice to rural and urban families of 


Florida, staff members of ‘the Uni-]? 


versity of Florida Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service’ have an excellent 
record, 

Recently the entire staff of state 
Specialists and county and home 
demonstration agents held its an- 
rual conference at the University. 
When the organization of veteran 
extension workers—who must have 
at least 10 years of sérvice to qual- 
ify—met, it was found that nearly 
a third of all staff members were in 
this group. 

Nearly a third of all county and 
home demonstration agents and 
agricultural’ extension specialists 
in Florida have been'working tire- 
lessly from 10 to 35 or more 
years. They have been devoting 
their entire working time to serv-" 
ig other people—boys and girls 
in the 4-H clubs, farmers, farm 
families, urban people who need 
information. about ornamentals, 
lawns and home problems, and otli- 
ers throughout the state. 

Anyone familiar with the work 
knows that it is not easy, and thus 
this is not an attraction. Both 
county workers and state special- 
ists attend many night meetings 
and are often away from home. 

Those familiar with the work 
also realize that these workers 
never get rich off of their salary 
iucomes, Financial remuneration is 
certainly not the thing that at- 
tracted them to the work in'the 
first place, or kept them there 
after they. started. 

“Many county and state workers 
stay in extension work only a iew. 
years, finding other employment 
less strenuous, more remunerative 
or other wise more appealing to 
the individuals concerned. 

But those who stay in the work 
become enamored of the opportuni- 
ty it offers for service to others 
and stay in for many years. They 
know they are helping young peo- 
ple to become better citizens 
through 4-H clubs; they are assist- 
ing farm families to improve their 
lots; they are helping the communi- 
ties to become more beautiful and 
satisfying places to live; they are 
serving others unselfishly and with- 
cut charge. em
